We fear the accompanying list exhibits but a somewhat scanty 
record for the present session, but for some little time surmise has 
developed into certainty, that the central] area of this large and entirely 
inland County, having been so well organized and well worked, to begin 
with, by that most accurate and complete Fiora (each species being 
fully deseribed, of the tate Rev. W. A. Leighton, 1840) has now, owing 
to the more critical genera having been more closely studied, arrived at 
a greater degree of perfection, though a good deal remains to be done, 
more especially in the North-Eastern (Woore) district (XI.), and in that 
of Cleobury Mortimer, further South (X11). 


Many of the old-established localities have been revisited, but 
a great deal is still to be accomplished in this particular. Aliens have 
also appeared, and are continuing to appear, some but transitorily, 
others remaining and increasing, e.g. the fine Impatiens Roylii, Waip., 
mentioned in last year’s Report. 

At the present time it seems that the N.E. district XI. (Woore) 
requires most exploration, and especially District XII., to the S. East 
(Cleobury Mortimer area), for (VI.) Clun is now getting fairly well 
worked, as also are I., T1., III. Districts, of which Oswestry is the central 
town. We are glad the Offa Field Club is especially taking that region 
in hand, as well as part of Montgomery, since, with regard to this last, 
Mr. Hewitt C. Watson, in his Cybale Britannica mentioned that that 
County was one of the very few for which he had received absolutely no 
records. 

The researches of Miss E. R. Lloyd are much to be commended ; 
she has forwarded a list again this year, her headquarters being the 
Gobowen districts (I. II, ITT). 

Mr. George Potts is as active, and, indeed, more so than ever in 
the rich Benthall Edge and Broseley neighbourhood (XII—XII1,) and 
if an equal enthusiast could be found for (XI) we should, I feel sure, 
obtain soon some most satisfactory results. 

In the meantime we must congratulate ourselves that so much 
has been accomplished by so few, and it would be a further great 
assistance if some, especially our junior and more active members, 
would incline themselves to what they would soon find to be a very 


pleasing task.

“Under the name N. minima this plant was 
published in ‘‘ English Botany” Plate 2292 (June 
Ast, 1811), First found by Mr. Borrer in Scotland, it 
was not till 1854 that it was recorded from Ellesmere, 
consequently the Rev. W. A, Leighton did not know 
of it when he compiled the County Flora in 1841. Mr. 
J. A. Cox was the Recorder. Mr. Hewitt C. Watson 
in 1870 (Comp. Cyb. Brit. p. 88) remarks ‘“‘ There 
seems some uncertainty that this species is British, 
To solve this doubt specimens were forwarded to 
Dr. Caspary, the then chief authority for the genus. 
He replied (Sept. 14, 1884) ‘These are Nuphar 
pumila undoubtedly, although the stigmatic disk 
between the rays appears even, and not furrowed,” 
These examples were collected from a new station 
not far away. 


Hesperis matronalis, L. ‘ ; 

XI. Moreton, near the church-yard. Questionably 
native there. It is still found near the Rea Brook at 
(IV.} Meole Brace, and also comes up year after year 
in the Meole Hall grounds, Although I have seen it 
apparently wild in several stations in England, 
especially in the Northern and North Midland coun- 
ties, its appearance is nearly always open to suspicion 
as being adventitious.

Miss Lloyd, 
This seems to have disappeared lately from the 
station in District IV. formerly given, Meluiit.

XII. The Mistletoe is found by My. Potts on (a) Populus 
nigra at Coalport. Likewise (6) Tickwood, Iron- 
bridge, first recorded from thence about 25 years ago. 
I may mention that Leighton (p. 491) gives a very 
exhaustive account of this parasite, well worth 
attention. He mentions it as occurring on Haw- 
thorn, Hazel, American Poplar, Mountain Ash, Crab 
Apple, Wild Pear, and Larch.

Leighton (Flora, p. 478) evidently considers this rare 
in Salop, only one locality being mentioned, viz. : 

I have 
certainly not yet noticed it in the county. Melwii. 


Daphne Mozereum, L. 

XII, Farley Dingle, near Much Wenlock, about. 24 miles 
N.E, of this town. George Potts and the late W. B. 
Allen. Noticed several years ago, but I cannot find 
it has been previously recorded from this place. 
Three stunted plants then noticed. 

In Leighton’s Flora it is recorded as having occurred 
in woods at Clee Hill, found by Miss MacGhie. 

The fellow-species, D, Laureola, L., with its smooth 
and polished leaves, and green fragrant flowers, is 
more generally distributed in the County, and 
particularly affects a limestone soil. It is especially 
found in the Wenlock district, on magnesium lime 
soil.

ENTOMOLOGY. 


There was not much of importance reported during the season 
in the way of Lepidoptera, Mr. Geo. Potts has, as usual, sent a list of 
observations on the Benthall district. Urtieae, the Small Tortoiseshell, 
was fairly common on Kingsland, but Atalanta, the Red Admiral, was 
very scarce. The larvae of Meticulosa (Angle shades) were reported as 
very numerous and destructive to chrysanthemyms. There is, how- 
ever, on every interesting record. Ellopia prosapiaria ab. prasinaria 
(Barred Red-Green Var.) taken by Miss Hughes, June 17, 1928, Middle- 
town Hill, resting in gorse-bush. 


South. Series IL, p. 269, remarked upon this as ‘‘a form not 
uncommon in Germany and Switzerland and other parts of the Contin- 
ent, but which is very rare in Britain, and has been recorded from Kent 
aud Suffolk.’’ 


COLEOPTERA. 


Mr. J. R. le B. Tomlin, M.A., F.E.S., spent a few days collecting 
at Benthall, Wenlock and Caughiey, during June, and recorded no 
fewer than 48 species new to the County. These, as given in the 
records, with one found by Mr, Potts, bring the total for the county to 
1,093 species. 


This is quite a valuable contribution, and we are greatly indebted 


to Mr. Tomlin. 
DIPTERA. 


Mr. Watlace Pugh has sent a further list of 129 Diptera taken in 
the county. He says this brings the total number recorded (including 
Mr. Bury’s list) to 722 species, which is not a very large number out of 
about 4,000 British species, but identification is the chief difficulty. 
I have, he says, as before, for the sake of completeness, included a few 
records published elsewhere by Mr. F. W. Edwards, I also have to 
thank again Mr. H,. Britten, F.E.S., of Manchester Museum, for help in 
identification of some of the species, especially Empidae. 


He adds that he has been able to confirm by personal observa- 
tion, 165 out of the 235 species in Mr. Bury’s preliminary list. I think 
we are greatly indebted to Mr, Pugh for such a splendid contribution.

ZOOLOGY, 


Amongst the more interesting Shropshire records this year are 
the occurrence of the Whiskered Bat at Broseley and Dowles ; Whooper 
Swan at Bayston Hill; and Montagu’s Harrier and Red Throated 
Diver near Bridgnorth. Quail and Crossbills were observed under 
circumstances which implied that they were nesting here. Quite a 
number of Swifts appeared here in April (19th onwards) in advance of 
their usual time of arrival, the beginning of May, while a few Cuckoos 
also arrived earlier than usual, an egg being found in a Hedge Sparrow’s 
nest on 3rd May, 

From correspondents in North Wales several very interesting 
records have been received. <A pair of Crossbills nested in January near 
Corwen and reared a brood. A Woodchat Shrike was watched in West 
Anglesey on June 6th—new to the Welsh Fauna—and a Lesser Spotted 
Woodpecker obtained at Bodorgan—new record for Anglesey. A 
Snow Bunting was seen on the Great Orme in February, and a party of 
40 seen to arrive on the Flintshire coast on the lst November, some of 
which remained in the district into the New Year. <A party of four 
Waxwings appeared near Abergele about Christmas, 1927; one of them 
was caught and caged, and took a prize at a local bird show. In August 
two Rose-coloured Starlings were seen near Mostyn, Flintshire—third 
record for North Wales. The Spotted Crake was noted repeatedly in 
Flintshire, where it was undoubtedly nesting. The Turtle Dove nested 
near Towyn—first record on the West Coast. A pair of Lesser White- 
throats spent the summer at Aberystwyth—also first record for the 
district. In November and December two Hen Harriers were watched 
repeatedly quartering a matsh in West Anglesey. Two Long-tailed 
Ducks were seen on the Dovey Estuary in December, and large flocks

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METEOROLOGY. 





The loss of two observers during the year is recorded with 
regret, the Rev. G. W. Stewart having left the county, and an 
old observer, Mr. T. Hipkins, of Church Preen, having died. 
A new observer in the Shrewsbury area has been secured, Mr. 
W. H. Purslow of Copthorne. Records from his, the western 
side of the town, will be valuable. 

Mr. Ernest Griffiths, Mayor of Bishop’s Castle, in sending 
his return for the year, marks it as his “‘ 56th.” This is indeed 
a long and honourable record for an observer. 

The year’s weather may be passed as quite satisfactory. 
Rainfall was some 2$ inches above the average, but unlike 
1927, the wet months come at the beginning and end of the 
year, the summer and the holiday season, and the times of hay 
and corn harvest, being favourable; and the summer was 
marked by generally bright and warm weather, without 
excessively hot spells. In notes, to be found below, by some 
observers, farm crops and fruit in general are reported as fair 
to excellent. 

The average annual rainfall in Shropshire, as recorded by 
the Club’s observers, was 29.65 inches for the 27 years 1901-27. 
The average for 1925 was 32.49 inches, :
